2. Claims 29-32 are objected to because of the following informalities: they depend 
from the independent canceled claim 23. Appropriate correction is required. 

NOTE: Examiner notes that the inadvertent error in the previous Office Action 
wherein Examiner indicated claims 29-32 allowable, although the claims 
depended from a rejected independent claim 23. Examiner misread the 
dependent claims as if they were dependent from the allowed independent claim 
29.
